Tomatoade: Heat two cups of 
strained tomato juice, or the con¬ 
tents ot a 19-ounce can, and one- 
fourth cup sugar to boiling to 
dissolve the sugar. Add one- 
fourlh cup lemon juice and one- 
hult teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, and chill. Serve very cold 
in cocktail glasses. Serves six.

Plums and Apricots 

Many fruits have been called 
upon to assuage the fever of our 
summer thirsts. Here are two 
recipes In which plums and apri¬ 
cots play their parts: 

Irish Fltpp: Boil one cup sugar 
aud one cup water for a few min¬ 
utes, tint with green coloring, and 
cool. Add the contents of a No. 
2 Vi can of green gage plums, 
pressed through a sieve, one-half 
cup fresh lime juice and two pints 
charged water. Serv* with ice, 
aud garnish with a sprig ot mint 
and a green cherry. Makes nine 
cups. 

Golden Goblet: Steep oue tea¬ 
spoon tea in one cup boiling water 
for two minutes, and strain! Add 
four tablespoons sugur. und cool. 
Press the contents ot an 8-ouace 
can cf apricots thre. gk a sieve, 


ami add with one cup orange juice 
and tour tablespoons lemon juice. 
Serve over crushed ice with a gar¬ 
nish of sliced ornnge. Makes three 
cups. 

Pineapple, Of Course 

The drinks made of piueupple 
juice are legion. A good summer 
egg nog Is made with it ln this 
way. 

Pineapple Egg Nog: Put two 
eggs, two tablespoons sugar and 
the contents of two 12-ounce cans 
pineapple Juice into a cocktail 
shaker or Jar. add cracked ice. 
and shake until well mixed and 
frothy. Serve with a sprinkling 
of nutmeg on top. Makes four 
and a half cups. 

Hawaiian Chocolate Drink: Boil 
together one 13-ounce can of 
chocolate syrup, two and a half 
cups water, und four tablespoons 
sugar for three or four minutes. 
Add oue cup thin cream or evap¬ 
orated milk, and chill. Add the 
contents ot a 12-ounce can ot pine¬ 
apple Juice, and pour over crushed 
ice. This makes six cups. If you 
like, shake it ln a jar or cocktail 
shaker. 

Fruit Beer: Dissolve one-third 
cup confectioner's sugar ln 
uue aud a half cups fruit syrups 
(peach, grapefruit, etc.) and three 
tablespoons lemon juice. - Beat 
oue egg white stiff, and pour fruit 
juices over, beatlmg constantly. 
Pour on two pints ice cold ginger 
ale, and serve at once over 
cracked ice. This makes eight tall

Seek Serum for Plague 

Infecting Farm Horses 

Unusually numerous cases of Infe* 
tious equine encephalomyelitis, sonn* 
ilines erroneously called sleeping sick 
ness, have been reported to the I’nlic 1 
stale Department of Agriculture In r»* 
eent months. This malady which «f- 
Iccts the brain and spinal cord nt 
| horses and mules Is not a new dls 
ease, the department points out * 

Studies of recur outbreaks in Mar\ 
laud. Delaware and Virginia, show ■ 

that the disease is the same as the 
condition commonly termed ‘'forage 
poisoning," "staggers.''* "Kansas No 
hra-ka imrse plague/' and "cerebro 
“Pinal meningitis." The illst'nse so mo 
times goes by still other names. 

Intensive studies by the department 
show that the disease Is of an Infer 
tious nature and is caused hy an In y 
visible virus. This virus produces a 
disease which Is very similar to one 
reported several years ago In Cali for 
nla and which has occurred also in 
other states west of the Mississippi 
However, it has been found that the 
eastern virus possesses certain dls 
tluet characteristics different from the t 
virus causing the western disease. 

The efllcaey of serum against the ills 
case has heen questioned and labora¬ 
tory experimentation Is in progress. ^

Kill the Woodchucks

, the entrance either put calcium cyan¬ 
ide or else use the exhaust of an uuto- 
| mobile. To use the automobile attach 
j a pipe und run the engine for twenty 
minutes, then plug up the hole and go 
to the next burrow. In Ihe case of 
cyanide ulso the burrow must be care¬ 
fully closed, preferably with damp 
earth. When using both these meth 
ods cure must be taken.
